Head of Famous Jewish 
Family Dies at Age 63

LONDON—Sir Osmond d’Avig- 
dor Goldsmid, prominent Jewish 
communal worker and a veteran of 
the World War who. retired with 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
died here on Sunday at the age of 
63. 


Sir Osmond at the time of his 
death was president of thé Jewish 
Colonization Association and of the 
American Joint Reconstruction 
Foundation, which was established 
in 1924 jointly by the Association 
and the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee to support free loan so- 
cieties in Europe. 


From 1926 until 19338, Sir 
Osmond was also president of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, 
central representative body of the 
Jews of England. He was vice- 
president of the Anglo-Jewish As- 
sociation and chairman of the 
Jews’ Free School. Sir Osmond is 
survived by his widow, Alice, and 
two sons. 


He belonged to an old and dis- 
tinguished family of English Jews. 
His father, the late Elim d’Avig- 
dor, editor and engineer, was a de- 
scendant of the twelfth-century 
scholar, A. ben Elia ha-Cohen, and 
of Salomon Ben Abraham Avig- 
dor, early fifteenth-century astron- 
omer. His grandfather, Solomon 
Henry d’Avigdor, was a friend of 
Napoleon III.

Rabbis Of City Issue Appeal 

N A CITY-WIDE appeal, Rabbis Morris M. Feuerlicht and Maur- 

ice Goldblatt of the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation, Rabbi 
Elias Charry of the Congregation Beth-El Zedeck and Rabbi Samuel 
A. Katz of the Congregation Sharah Tefilla called upon contributors 
to respond to the great emergency now facing the Jewish people 
with adequate giving to assure the success of the Jewish Welfare 
Fund campaign. 

* * * * 

RABBI FEUERLICHT: “Despite its extraordinary require- 
ments, the Jewish Welfare Fund Campaign in Indianapolis this year 
should have fewer obstacles than ever to reach its goal. Never in 
our long Jewish history have the needs been greater; never have 
the causes, both at home and abroad, been worthier; never has the 
need for argument with the prospective contributor been less. To 
give, and give adequately, even beyond the “hurting” point, should 
be considered not merely an unfortunate necessity; it should be an 
unreserved and unstinted expression of gratitude for the blessings 
of democracy we Jews of America are privileged to enjoy. It should 
also be an exemplary test of loyalty to the highest ideals of Ameri- 
canism, of Judaism, and common humanitarianism. The proverbial 
Jewish heart in Indianapolis, as elsewhere, has never failed to re- 
spond to that test adequately in the past; I am confident it will not 
fail now.”

RABBI ELIAS CHARRY: “The needs of the day are obvious, 
the position of the Jew in the world is clear, the duty of American 
Jewry is evident. Unless the fortunate and blessed American com- 
munity does its utmost at this crucial time, the fate of our people 
is sealed. 

“We stand at the crossroads of history. One path leads to de- 
struction and chaos. The other to hope and re-birth. It is for the 
American Jewish community to decide which path our people will 
take. If we give adequately and unstintingly and in greater meas- 
ure than ever before, the torch of hope will be re-lighted. It is for 
us to save European Jewry. It is for us to make possible the great- 
er growth of Palestine. May we have the vision, the foresight, and 
the generosity to become saviors of the Israel in this day.”

Jewish Child Who Became Priest, Dies |

LIEGE, Belgium—Father Edgar Mortara, Ital- 
ian Jewish-born priest whose abduction as a child 
by papal guards in 1858 created an international 
sensation, has died here at the age of 89. 

The Mortara case, which created a sensation in 
Europe and America, stirred the entire Jewish 
world and gave the strongest impetus to the for- 
mation of the Alliance Israelite Universelle. Sir 
Moses Montefiore advised the Pope not to defy 

‘the public opinion of Europe. 
Deutsch stated in the Jewish Encyclopedia that 
the Mortara case undoubtedly contributed in some 
measure to the downfall of the papal states. 


Mortara, when 6 years old, was forcibly re- 
moved from the custody of his parents by papal 
guards in Bologna after reportedly having been 
baptized by a servant in the Mortaza household.

In 1859, after Bologna had been annexed to the 
kingdom of Sardinia, the parents made an effort 
to obtain possession of their child, without avail, 
for he had been taken to Rome. Another effort, 
made in 1870 when Rome became the capital of 
Italy, also failed. Edgar Mortara, then 18, had 
declared his intention of remaining a Catholic. 
Mortara was educated in a convent and was often 
paraded in the ghetto for the purpose of annoy- 
ing the Jews. Later he entered the Augustine 
order, adopting the convent name Pius. He 
preached before the Vatican Council and was 
often sent as a missionary to various German 
cities, including Munich, Mayence and Breslau, 
and also preached -before Italian eer

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The Editor’s Chair: 

With the Welfare Fund drive 
only a few days off, I often, in the 
past few weeks, have asked my- 
self the question whether it is 
moral and right to belong to a 
country club, or own a large auto- 
mobile, or to give that extra money 
to the drive. 

In college psychology, we stud- 
ied the case history of the fellow 
who was always worrying about 
his tie being straight, and finally 
discovered that he had been in an 
unsuccessful love affair, or some- 
thing of that sort. So it may be, 
since everyone else feels it is pref- 
erable to own that large automo- 
bile and belong to that golf club, 
that I’m merely transferring my 
emotional set-up from some perti- 
nent emotional. situation to that 
of the contribution. 

On the other hand, I read a lot 
of morbid news that you never 
see, and if anyone would be the 
victim of propaganda, it would be 
me, 

But talking about human na- 
ture, I received a good lesson in 
the subject last week. I heard the 
leaders of this community called 
heard-hearted and a bunch of skin- 
flints, and not one of them burged 
or demurred. Were I to have said 
that these same people were just 
a bit inclined towards conserving 
their income, I would be blacklist- 
ed and barred. 

To raise $151,161 in this com- 
munity means more than just be- 
ing sure every prospect is called 
upon. Somewhere, somehow, there 
is going to have to be some gird- 
ing of the loins, and some giving 
that’s not in the books. Of course, 
Indianapolis can renig, and just 
raise what it raises and let it go 
at that, but if we do, it won’t be 
the Indianapolis of the past. It’ll 
be a new community of backsliders 
and to quote one who has lived 
here longer than I, a bunch of 
“skinflints.””

Mortara Case Medieval Hangover 


HE article in this issue about the death of 

Father Edgar Mortara, Italian Jewish-born 
priest, should emphasize to readers, many of 
whom look upon persecution and oppression as of 
medieval vintage, that we are living within sev- 
enty-five years of the time when a state in the 
United States still carried in its statutes dis- 
abilities against Jews, and still live within mem- 


ory of times when a fantastical case such as 
Father Mortara’s can be a reality. 

The case history reads like a fable, much less 
a novel, 

The surprising thing is that it bears out in this 
modern day what many of us have heard as 
“bubba meises” from our grandparents, but pooh 
poohed in the knowledge of this enlightened age. 


Death of Eni#l Mantel Real Loss 


HEN Emil Mantel in 1888 found in Indian- 

apolis his haven in the new world from Euro- 
pean oppression, he established in our ctty 4 fam- 
ily which in slightly more than fifty years has 
carved a real niche in city history. Mr. Mantel 
himself soon became one of the community lead- 
ers and his progeny has already given Indian- 
apolis leaders of more than state-wide importance. 

Mr. Mantel’s biography would closely approxi- 
mate a history of the Indianapolis Jewish com- 


munity. From the Neustadt Talmud Torah to 
several of our congregations to the Jewish Wel- 
Fare Fund to Jewish fraternal orders, Mr. Man- 
tel was one of the men who laid the foundations 
for the very fine institutions the Jewish commu- 
nity boasts of today. 

The Jewish and general community have suf- 
fered a real loss in Mr. Mantel, who was as well 
loved for his personal qualities of kindness and 
generosity as he was for his organization work.

that we are able to extend help to those for 
whom the lights of humanity have been dimmed. 
The strength that keeps the Jewish people alive 
is faith in the Almighty, faith in Israel itself, 
and especially in the Jews of America who must 
fulfill their sacred duty in rescuing the Jews 
of Europe and in rebuilding the ancient homeland 
in Palestine. This can be done through generous 
support of the Jewish Welfare Fund campaign. 
RABBI MAURICE GOLDBLATT: “The Jew 
has an ever-present challenge in the “Mitzvah” of 
“Tzedakah,” the assistance of the needy. When 


the need is unusually great and pressing, we 


sense its strong appeal. That is the situation to- 
day. We would have to be a visitor from Mars 
not to be aware of the tragic happenings in the 
Jewish world during the past few years. Since 
the war began, conditions have been aggravated 
beyond our imagination. 

“It is a condition that calls for immediate relief 
if we are to save lives and preserve another 
generation of Jewish life. The Jewish Welfare 
Fund provides the opportunity to meet this need. 
Let us contribute in the measure necessary to do 
our part adequately. Ours will then be the satis- 
faction of saving and rehabilitating the lives of 
our brothers throughout the world.” 


Current Comment 


Rabbis Excoriated in Artiele, “I Was a Hebrew 
Teacher” by David I. Bloom, in the Jewish Ledger 
of Buffalo—Who is closer to Jewish education and 
to the Jewish school than the rabbi? Who should 
carry the burden more and whose influence should 
be more predominant in formulating educational 
policy than that of the rabbi? What is the true 
situation and what is the rabbi’s position in the 
Jewish school? I have had many opportunities to 
speak with and watch the Gentile minister in his 
church and in the Sunday school. I do not know 
of one denomination where the minister exercises 
less of an influence than in the synagogue. 

Of course, you will immediately strike back at 
me by pointing out the very few exceptions. I 
too know of exceptions, but these rare exceptions 
cannot be taken into account when we speak of 
such a vast Jewish community as the one we have 
in the United States. 

The average rabbi-cannot be too interested in 
Jewish education, because he is not an educator. 
His major hours are spent in defending and safe- 
guarding his own job in the synagogue, which is 
truly in jeopardy unless his sermons can keep the 
congregation spellbound on all Friday nights dur- 
ing the year, and unless he succeeds in selling his 
personality to his parish. 

The rabbi is a puny, docile, frightened career 
man, always eager to please, compromising in his 
manner, his convictions subject to change in ac- 
cordance with the needs of his congregation. In 
order that education may succeed, independent 
thinking and academic freedom are most essen- 
tial. Yet, the rabbi, eager to salvage his own job, 
will very often become a partner to a program 
of retrenchment in the Jewish school. He will 
agree to any scheme or plan, whether it involves 


a change in curriculum, the dismissal of a teacher,- 


overcrowding of classes or any such design which 
may result in the general decline of the school. 
Even if he desired, the rabbi could not be of any 
assistance to the Hebrew teacher. The rabbi has 


his own interests to protect, chiefly his salary and 
his tenure, which is a good deal more satisfactory 
than that of the Hebrew teacher. 

* * * 

Many Activities of Dr. Cyrus Adler Compared 
to Jewish Story by American Jewish Outlook of 
Pittsburgh—In a small community a visitor asked 
to see the rabbi and received the answer that the 
rabbi was ill. He then asked to see the shochet 
and received the answer that the shochet was ill. 
His next choice was the cantor, but he was told 
that the cantor was ill. Finally, in desperation, 
he asked to see the most learned man in the 
community, but again the answer was, “He is 
ill.” The visitor then demanded, “Is there an 
epidemic in this town?” “No,” was the reply, 
“you see, in this town the same man is rabbi, 
shochet, cantor and scholar.” 

In the death 6f Dr. Cyrus Adler, it appears as 
if an epidemic had struck our leaders, for in his 
death we lost the president of Dropsie College, 
the president of the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary, the president of the American Jewish Com. 
mittee, the representative of American Jewry at 
inter-faith discussions in Washington, D. C., mem- 
ber of the board of governors of Hebrew Univer- 
sity of Jerusalem, president of the board of 
trustees of the Free Library of Philadelphia, 
member of the executive board of the Boy Scouts 
of America, chairman of the Jewish Committee 
on Scouting, chairman of the Publications Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Publications Society. It 
seems unbelievable that one man, burdened with 
increasing years, could have been able to partici- 
pate in or lead all of these movements. 

Yet these movements and these positions sug- 
gest but a part of the activities in which Dr. 
Adler engaged. He was a prolific writer and an 
indefatigable worker. Many honors came to him 
in his lifetime and his many achievements will 


serve as monuments to him now that he is. dead.
